AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 


A Thermo-Electric Generator Expect- 
ed to Work a Revolution in Tei- 
egraphy and Mechanics. | 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 27.—[Special.]—For 

about nie days vow a thermoelectric 

generator has been supplying a current of elec- 
tricity sufficient to operate four wires, two to 

Louisville, one to Mattoon, III., and one to 

Union City, in this State—the total length of 

the wire in operation exceeding 600 miles. 

As to the machine itself, all that the observer 

sees is a copper boiler, of perhaps two-galion 

capacity, mounted on the frame of a 

sewing-machine. Underneath the bouer isa 

coal-oil lamp which is burning with about the 
flame used to partially flluminate a sick room. 

It nas been burning continuously for eight 

days and nights, except when being replen- 

ished, and had consumed less than 20 cents’ 
worth of oil. In front of the boiler is a gage 
which marke 100 degrees of heat. Inside of 
the boiler ‘were scraps of metal protruding 
from a white substance that might be flour or 
plaster of paris. Attached to the boiler is an 

automatic regulator. + 
In response to questions as to the nature of 

his discovery the inventor said that it had long 

been known to scientists that the juxtaposi- 
tion of certain metals would generate eleo- 
tricity, and the process of generation 
would be ascelerated by the application of 
heat, This knowledge had, however, remained 
inapplicable to practical purposes from three 
causes—first, the amount of heat required was 
so great as to cause fracture of the com- 
bined metals, and this rendered any machine 
previously invented short-lived, and conse- 
quently expensive; second, the current of 
electricity generated was uneven and u : 
third, the high degree of heat involved a great 
expenditure for fuel. That he had overcome 
the third difficulty was apparent. That 
he had overcome the second he held 
to be proved, for telegraphic service requires 
a perfectly uniform and steady current of 
electricity, and this he had maintained for nine 
days. Whether the other obstacle had been 
overcome was now being tested, and the test 
would be continued for thirty days. If at the 
end of that time all is well with the little ma-

CAN ARTHUR CARRY NEW YORK? 

The partisans of Mr. Arthur holding of- 
fice under him declare that Mr. Blaine ¢an- 
not carry New York, and that, therefore, Ar- 
thur should be nominated. But thig is 
clearly a non sequitur, We do not propose 
to inguire at this time whether Blaine can 
carry New York or not. His strength in 
that State has not yet been tested in an ¢lec- 
tion, though the Republican districts of New 
York have declared that they prefer him to 
Arthur as the Republican nominee. In Ar- 
thur’s case, however, there is a substantial 
basis for making up an estimate of his prob- 
able chances of snecess in his own State. 
Those in favor of his nomination have failed 
to bring forward any events of the past or 


any present indications to warrant the con- 


clusion that he can carry New York. They 
merely content themselves with declaring 
that Blaine cannot. It is time to consider 
the facts which have a bearing upon Arthur’s 
status in his own State. 

Arthur tried his strength in New York 
only eighteen months ago. The verdict of 
the people could not have been aimed more 
directly at Arthur if he himself had been the 
responsibility for thé State campaign. His 
lieutenants managed the convention and de- 
termined the plan of operations. He desig- 
nated a leading member of his Cabinet as the 
head of the ticket. It was understood and 
avowed that Arthur was running in New 
York by proxy. A large and reputable por- 
tion of the Republican party, fearful of the 
result, protested against Arthur’s obtrusion 
of his personal interests upon the State elec 
tion, but he was so eager for nt and 
so confident of his power that he would not 
heed the warning. The proxy he put for- 
ward—Judge Folger—held a high place in 
public esteem and in previous elections 
had outrun his ticket in his State He 
was backed up by all the experience 
and skill of a well-organized machine, 
and he had the support of all the 
Government patronage and all the prestige 
of the Administration. In spite of these 
conspicuous advantages the Republicans suf- 
fered a defeat such as no party ever encoun- 
tered before in any State of the Union. Fol- 
ger, or rather Arthur, was beaten by nearly 
200,000 votes. Nearly 100,000 Republicans 
refused to go to the polls and fully 100,000 
more voted against their party ticket. 

This revolution was not on account of any 
hostility to Folger, because he was personally 
as popular and as much respected as ever. It 
was not on account of any change of public 


sentiment against the Republican party, be- 


cause the Democrats were not able to main- 
tain the phenomenal supremacy they achieved 
in that election. It was not on account of 
any State or local issue which disturbed party 
lines, for there was no important question 
upon which Folger and Cleveland took oppo- 
sit sides. 

The result was due entirely to Arthur’s 
persistent foisting of his own political inter- 
ests upon the election. The Republican 
voters of New York were forced to take sides 
for or against Arthur, and they decided 
against him by nearly a quarter of a million 
votes. This verdict was rendered only 
eighteen months ago. Does it convey a rea- 
sonable hope that Arthur can carry New 
York this fall? Is not very dangerous to 
try the experiment, to say the least ? 

The resuit of the Republican primaries 
this spring bears out the judgment of the peo- 
ple in the Folger campaign. In the State 
election the Republicans could only strike 
Arthur through Folger, but they dealt a 
direct blow at the former in selecting 


their delegates to the National Convention. 


State pride and State interest sugested 
that President Arthur should have the sup- 
port of the solid New York delegation. It 
is customary in such cases to subordinate 
personal quarrels and factional strife to State 
pride. But the State Convention was against 
him, and not a single Arthur man was pelect- 
ed asa delegate-at-large. Among the dis- 
tricts the Republican constituencies as a rule 
not only declared against him, but in favor of 
Blaine, and it was only in those districts 
where the Democrats are in a majority that 
he could control the selection of Arthur dele- 
gates. It was the Republican districts that 
defeated the Arthur ticket when Folger was 
run for Governor, and itis the Republican 
districts that have this year refused tp send 
Arthur delegates to the National Convention. 
Is there anything in this situation taencour- 
age the belief that Arthur can carry New 
York, especially if thé Democrats take their

Ons of the great mistakes of the present 
Constitution of the United States is that it 
makes the President eligible for reé@lection, 
and permits a Vice-President who went up 
into the Presidential chair by accident to com- 
pete for the seat at the ensuing election, This 
is to put a premium on the occurrence of do- 
cidents and to offer a bounty on intrigues after 
the accident has occurred. 

The consequences of this mistake commit- 
ted one hundred years ago are now being 
worked out before our eyes. We see the 
choice of accident sitting in the place of one 
who was the choice of election, and, not cdh- 
tent with fulfilling his interregnant functions, 
using all the mighty power which has come 
into his hands by chance to control the ma- 
chinery of nomination, and, if successful 
there, the machinery of election. It is the 
plebiscite of the Republie set going to change 
the President of popular election into a Pres- 
ident of self-election. 

This ominous combination of accident and 
intrigue will be represented in the coming 
Presidential Convention by a very large pro- 
portion of all the delegates in attendance. 
States that will not contribute one Elector to 
the Republican candidate will be there with 
a fall contingent of delegates selected in 
custom-houses by a few officeholders to con- 
trol the nomination of a President whom 
they can do nothing to elect. 

A hundred delegates are on their way to 
Chicago from the South who represent noth- 
ing but their subserviency to the Accident 
who gave them their seats in custom-houses 
and internal-revenue offices, and who is a 
candidate for the Presidency that will enable 
him to reappoint them. It is around such a 
vicious circle that this faction proposes to 
run the Administration of this Government. 
In the face of these truths the theory that 
the President is the choice of the people may 
give way to the fact that he is the choice of 
himself. 

Such means of obtaining power are incom- 
patible with the maintenance of the liberties 
of the people. The system that allows such 
a misuse of power that is put into the In- 
cumbent’s hands for the public benefit, not 
fot private aggrandizement, should be at 
once changed by an amendment of the Con- 
stitution. This duty should be discharged 
by Congress in the immediate reference to 
the State Legislatures of some such amend- 
ment to the Constitution as that agreed upon 
by the Senate Judiciary Committee making 
the Presidential term six years, prohibiting 
hig reélection, and making au Accidental 
President ineligible for election as President. 


CHARGES AGAINST GEN. GRANT. 

The attempt of ex-Bank President Fish to 
exonerate himself from the charges of 
fraudulently misapplying a million and a 
half of funds of the Marine Bank by casting 
the burden of blame upon Gen. Grant, while 
it does not excuse him, either in a business 
or moral sense, places the General in a very 
painful and embarrassing position, provided 
Mr. Fish’s statements are sustained. The 
substance of these statements, which Fish 
claims he can confirm with Gen. Grant’s own 
letters, is that the latter instead of being only 
a special partner was a general partner in 
the broker firm of Grant & Ward, and hence 
is proportionately responsible for the losses 
and misdoings of the firm; that Gen. Grant 
in a letter expressed his willingness that Mr. 
Ward should use his name and influence and 
derive what profit he could from them; and 
lastly, that Gen. Grant repeatedly wrote to him 
(Fish) assuring him of the validity of the 
begus Government contracts upon which 
Ward based his scheme for procuring money, 
and upon these assurances he went into the 
contract transactions, assuming them to be 
all right, and invested the funds of the Ma- 
rine Bank for his private profit without the 
knowledge or consent of the Directors. Fish 
parades his private correspondence with Gen. 
Grant in support of his assertions. 

July 5, 1888, Mr. Fish wrote to Gen. 
Grant a letter saying:

There is no shadow of excuse for the bill 
reported by a subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs appropriating 
$400,000 for the relief of the officers and 
crew of the Cumberland and Monitor, en- 
gaged in action with the Merrimac in Hamp- 
ton Roads in 1808. It isa grab at the Na- 
tional Treasury for which no palliation can 
be offered in the case of either vessel.

It adds to the absurdity of this de- 
mand that they have already been paid 
in full and handsomely réwarded for their 
drawn battle.

EXTRADITION. 
THE NEED OF A MORE COMPREHENSIVE TREATY 

} WITH CANAD 

Wasuincros, D. C., May 27.—[Special.]— 
The reported escape to Canada of some of the 
bank officers who have recently betrayed their 
trusts in New York has sharply called atten- 
tion to the absence of an efficient extradition 
treaty between the United States and Canada. 
Under the existing convention embezzlement, 
swindling, or fraud of the various kinds dis- 
closed recently in New York are not extradita- 
bie offenses. 

The State Department has more than once 
called the attention of Congress to the defects 
in the existing treaties, and recently has again 
emphasized this fact in special letters from the 
Secretary of State to the Senate, which inclosed 
a communication from British-Minister West, 
which indicated very clearly that the Canadian 
Government is quite disposed to modify the 
existing treaty in these particulars.

JEWISH ORPHANS. 

MRS. FRANK'S DONATION OF $30,000—THE 
CHILDREN TO BE EDUCATED IN PRIVATE 
FAMILIES. 

Mrs. Frank, of this city, one of the heirs of 
the Michael Reese estate, has donated $30,000 
towards establishing a local society for the edu- 
cation and care of Jewish orpbans. A Board of 
Trustees has been appointed, and the society 
will begin operations within the present week. 

It has been decided that the sogiety will be- 
gin practical work on a plan that has been 
largely followed in Europe, and bas been test- 
ed with considerable suceess in the East— 
namely: to distribut the Orphans among re- 
spectable private families who will be paid a 
fixed sum annually for their support and edu- 
cation. Mrs. Franks original idea was to 
found a Jewish orphan asylum, similar to the 
one in Cleveland, but on the representations of 
her son, Mr. Henry L. Frank, who is one of the 
Trustees in the new society, and some other 
prominent members of the Jewish society, she 
concluded that the boarding-out system should 
be given a fair trial, and if found successful 


A Jewish congrega- 
tion in Philadelphia, whose pastor is the father 
of Dr. Hirsch of Sinai congregation in this city, 
has had this system of caring fer orphans in 
operation for years with very satisfactory re- 
sults.

The papers were ordinary extradition papers 
on the Government of Peru, but thera was no 
Peru.

The first act of Ker on reaching Chicago was 
to apply for a writ of habeas corpus before 
Judge McAllister, alleging that, inasmuch as 
the detective had not presented his requisition 
papers to the Government of Peru, be had in 
fact kidnaped Ker, and the case stood as 
though no requisition papers had ever been 
made. Judge McAllister decided it did not 
matter how the Sheriff of Cook County got the 
defendant, and that he was in proper custody 
and held to answer the indictment properly 
found. Ker then applied for a second habeas 
corpus before Judge Drummond, who decided 
the question as Judge McAllister had decided 
it. Judge Gary, in the Criminal Court, who 
tried the case, held the same way. Ker was 
then tried, convicted, and sentended to ten 
years in the penitentiary, and his case taken 
on writ of error to the Supreme Court. This 
court has had the case under advisement since 
the September term, but recently Judge Scott 
has delivered the opinion of the court sustain- 
ing Judge Gary, and deciding that Ker must 
stay at Joliet. The opinion says in conclusion: 

As to the crime of larceny with which the de- 
fendant was charged. he could have no right of 
asylum in Peru, as that is one of the crimes enu- 
merated in the treaty, and what right secured by 
the treaty was violated when he was arrested 
there, with or without due process of law? The 
case was subject to extradition at any time under 
the treaty, and what difference can it make in law 
as to the right of a State court to try the defend- 
ant for the extradited crime whether the extradi- 
tion treaty was yiolated in ite forms? That which 
was done, if wrong, was in violation of interna- 
tional law, and if the Government of Peru does not 
complain of the arrest of the defendant within its 
jurisdiction as an infraction of international law it 
does not lie in thé mouth of the defendant, and the 
settlement for that violation is a National affair.

Judge Williamson was asked yesterday if he 
would impanei the June grand jury, which it is 
said was irregularly chosen by the County 
Board, or if he would igsue an order for a 
special venire. I have not examined the law 
as fully as I want to,” he said, and there 
fore cannot say definitly what I shall do. 
I ve, however, that there will be no 
difficulty. The statute in regard to the sub- 
ject is not mandatory, but simply directory. 
I will look into the matter with great care be-

For some weeks it has been known that a 
change was contemplated in the management 
of Col. Wood’s Museum, which has been a fail- 
ure almost from the start. It was run by acom- 
mittee of business-men who knew little about 
the practical details of amusement enterprises,

DRUGGED FOOD NOT WANTED. 


What Eminent Physicians Say About 
the Use of Ammonia in Bread-Mak- 
ing. 

The local physicians are beginning to take 
an active part in the war on baking-poywders 
that contain ammonia, and the general pub- 
lic is becoming alarmed. When the Health 
Commissioner of a large city like Chicago says 
that compounds containing this disgusting sub- 
stance should be prohibited it is time that 
something is done to protect the general health. 
Dr. Oscar De Wolf was interviewed by a local 
8 and expressed his opinion as fol- 
ows: 

** Ammonia is the first combination produced 
in the decomposi of animals, and fetid 
ammonia has not eveh the virtues of a drug, 
and in none of its forms should the drug itself 
be handled by unscientific persons. So far as 
the use of ammonia in baking-powders is con- 
cerned, it is certainly harmful. Its sale as a 
constituent element in human food should be 
discouraged and prohibited.“ 

Dr. J. Adams Allen, President of Rush Med- 
ical College, says the use ot ammonia is at- 
tended by injury to the stomach. Dr. Charles 
W. Earle, who holds a Professorship in the 
Woman’s Medical College, and also in the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, tas 
unsafe for use in any item of human subsist- 
ence. Dr. A. E. Small, for fifteen years Presi- 
dent of Hahnemann Medical College, says 
“the use of baking-powders containing ammo- 
niais detestable and ought not to be permitted. 
A number of other eminent physicians 
of the city have expressed similar opinions, and 
the doom of drugged baking-powders is sealed. 
Baking-powders are used in eyery family, and 
the amount of injury done by them is m- 
calculable, to say nothing of the sickening 
feeling of disgust occasioned by the kriowl- 
edge that those claimed to be absolutely 
pure contain; as Dr. Henry M. Lyman, of 
Rush Medical College, says. one of the excre- 
mentitious substances from the animal body.” 
Dr. De Wolf ought to present to the City Coun- 
cil an ordinance prohibiting the sale of any 
article for food containing ammonia, and it 
would undoubtedly pass. This would be a 
hard blow at the Royal Pearl and one or two 
other powders, but it is time that the drugging 
of articles of feod should be stopped. Sort- 
unately for Chicago, such an ordinance would 
not affect the sale or the manufacture of Dr. 
Price’s Cream Baking-Powder, which is a home 
production, and contains no ammonia.

HE OLOSES FOR THE DEFENSE. | 

There were no seats in the Criminal Court 
yesterday morning, and no standing-room in 
the afternoon, when over 400 women were 
present. The men were turned out of one of 
the galleries, and, in addition, all the benches 
inside the railing and half of those outside 
were given up to females. They even 


(erowded around the Judge, who couldn't 
move his chair, and one young woman actually 
‘gat on its arm. The aisies were packed full of 
women who stood up. 


Not since the Sullivan 
trial has there been such a crowd in the room. 
and over 200 men did not get beyond the front 
door. Many of the spectators seemed to be 
more interested in the speech of State’s-Attor- 
‘ney Mills than in McKeague, for they left as 
soon as the court began to read 
the. instructions. His argument was 
certainly a strong one, but it didn’t please Me- 
Keague much, as he acted just about as he did 
when his own lawyers were talking—was calm 
and indifferent,apparently having no particular 
interest in the proceedings. He, hoover, was 
paler yesterday than usual, the strain of 
the long trial doubtless affecting bim. His 
father was pleaged at the explanations of Col, 
Van Arman, and his mother shed tears, but 
neither the plea of his attorney nor the denun- 
¢iation of Mr. Milis made any impression upon 
him. 

Col. Van Arman resumed his argument for 
the defense, continuing the subject of private 
detectives which he was in the midst of when 
the court adjourned Monday. He said it was 
injudicious and improper tö allow them to 
meddle any further than was indispensable 
with acriminal case. They invaded private 
richts. The brutal bully of @ Pinkerton" 
arrested McKeague without a warrant and 
kept bim iu his private jail for twenty-four 
hours, making every effort to extort something 


that could be used against him. The people | 
were not aware of their rights, or some men 


on whom unwarrantable hands were laid would 
blow out Pinkerton's brains. 

He then went on to classify and discuss the 
evidence, saying that the circunjstances could 
be embraced under three heads—suspi- 


cious conduct, blood, and buttons. He 
took up the testimony rewarding Mo- 
Keague’s conduct before and after the 


murder was discovered, dismissing the ques 
tion of “ girling’’ as unworthy of discussion, 
and saying that there was nothing improbable 
in his statement about posting his books. It 
bad not been impeached or impugned. The 
detectives, with all their watchfulness, bad 
caught bim in only one blunder, he having 
stated at first that he was writing letters Tues- 
day night. Who could tell what he had done 
two weexs ago without making a mistake? 
McKeague had had no possible chance to fix up 
his books. He had talked freely about the 
murder to his friends, and even the detectives 
admitted that he answered all their questions 
freely, though he knew they were questioning 
him to get evidence to hang bim. There was 

. ing heroic in his love of truth and can- 
dor, surrounded by men seeking his lite 
te All they wanted to know, If he had 
been guilty he would never have dared to talk 
in the manner in which be did. 

| BUTTONS AND BLOOD-STAINS, 

‘Col. Van Arman insisted *hat, owing to the 
contradictory statements of Magin and the oth- 
ers asto the conversation about the buttons, 
the jury could not believe that McKeague said 
he didn’t know where the buttons were lost. 
Considerable time was devoted to the spot of 
biced on the speckled pants.

THRRIFIO EXPLOSION. 


Five Lives Lost, a Straw-Board Mill 
Demolished, and Dye-Works Dam- 
aged. 5 
Troy, N. V., May 27.— [Special. IA bleacher 

in Moore & Wilson's straw- board mill at Water- 

ford exploded last night, blowing five men into 
eternity, totally demolishing the building, and 

damaging the stock and dye-works of J. M. 

King & Co., and Holroyd & Co. It was known 

that nine men were in the mill at the time of 

the explosion, and it was thought that all had 
been killed and their bodies burned beneath 
the ruins. A search for the bodies was imme- 

diately begun. f 


EDWARD KELLY. 

While the work was in progress a man in the 
crowd shouted: “My Gad! look up there.“ 
Foliowing the direction in which he pointed the 
body of a man was seen on the roof of the 
two-story addition to Holroyd & Co.’s estab- 
lishment. Men hastened to the second story of 
the Holroyd building, thence through a win- 
dow and up on the roof, and the body was taken 
through the window into Holroyd & Co.'s build- 
ing, The man proved to be Edward Kelly. He 
was still breathing, but expired in a short time. 

TWO MORE VICTIMS. 

A few minutes later two more bodies were 
discovered on the sloping roof of the main 
building of Holroyd & Co. One was near the 
centre of the roof and the other near the eaves, 
with the feet hanging over the demolished mill. 
Men proceeded to the garret, and, opening the 
scuttle, recoyered the bodies by letting down 
ropes with slip-nooses.on the ends. The bodies 
were those of James Reddish, and Michael 
O’ Shay. 

OTHER BODIES RECOVERED. 

The search was continued among the ruins, 
and about 1 o'clock the body of Michael Creed 
was taken out, By this time it had been ascer- 
tained that four of the employés at work 
the night of the shift had escaped; but one 
man, Jobn Hefferman, was still missing. Short- 
ly after 2 o’clock this morning Hefferman’s 
body was taken from the ruins, 

All of the victims, four of whom leave fam- 
ilies, were terribly mangled. 

The sides of the exploded bleacher were re- 
cently made of double thickness. The cause 
of the explosion is unknown.

A Hyde Park Saloonkeeper Objects to Being 
shut Up. 

Morris Burns, a saloonkeeper at No. 6650 Hyde 
Park avenue, fled a bill yesterday against the 
Trustees of the Village of Hyde Park to restrain 
them from interfering with his business. Some 
time ago the village authorities passed an ordi- 
nance prohibiting the sale of liquors within the 
district bounded by Fifty-sixth and Sixty-third 
streets, Grove avenue and the lake. Burns 
is within the prohibited limits, but applied for a 
license, which was refused. He, however, went on 
selling, and the Trustees had him and 
fined $60. They propose to compel him to close up 
his place, and he now claims that they are trying to 
persecute him, that he has complied with the law, 
and is entitled to a license as much as any of his 
neighbors. A temporary injunction was granted.

Judge Rogers yesterday heard the case of John

The Sheriff had 
seized some of the property and Morris replevied 
it, claiming it had been sold to him. The jury re- 
turned a verdict in his favor, and a Motion for new 
trial was made. 

The habeas-corpus case of Fred von Beren, a 
saloonkeeper arrested for selling liquor to minors, 
came up before Judge Barnum yesterday, but was 
postponed to Friday. 

Salva Brintnall, President of the Drovers’ Na- 
tional Bank of the Union Stock-Yards, began an 
attachment suit against the Penn Bank of Pitts- 
burg, Which closed its doors Monday, to recover a 
balance of $1,209 due it as correspondent here ot 
the defendant. The First National Bank of i- 
cago is also made defendant as garnishee, it hav- 
ing some-funds in its possession belonging to the 
Pittsburg institution. 

Judge Rogers is hearing the case of William V. 
Booth, son of A. Booth, the fish-dealer, against 
Gurdon Corwith, son of Nathan Corwith, to recover 
about $20,000 borrowed money. Young Corwith, 
it seems, got in the wrong side of a corn deal, and 
applied to his friend for a loan, which was given on 
the understanding that it was to be returned Very 
soon, Booth was very much astonished and 
hurt when he discovered how the money had gone 
and for a time threatened extreme measures. 

John Carden Sr. and Henry V. Bemis are 
stockholders in the Carden & Bemis Maiting Com- 
‘pany. They had a dispute recently over some stock 
in the company, and yesterday Bemis began a suit 
against Carden, claiming $25,000 damages tor al- 
leged slander in charging bim with fraudulently 
selling the stock. ‘ 

Tue suit of Miss Helen Close against Mrs. M. J. 
McGlashan, the scalp doctor, was yesterday dis- 
missed for want of prosecution by Judge Smith. 

Judge Shepard yesterdaf granted a decree of 
divorce in the case of Rosa Lozovert against Mor- 
ris Lozovert. This was one of the cases in which 
the Judge decided he had no jurisdiction, but was 
overruled by the Appellate Court. 

Wilson H. Stubbings, a wealthy West-Side 
painter, commenced a suit yesterday in the Supe- 
rior Court against Orris P. Baker, of No. 5608 Car- 
roll avenue, to recover $5,000 for alleged assault 
and battery. \ — 

It hus been deemed impossible to do any jury 
business next week in either the Superior or Cir- 
cuit Courts on account of the Republican National 
Convention, and therefore jurors summoned for 
Jane 2 will come June 9.
